England had changed her 
war policv in the twinkling of 
an eye. 

NobodS WW liquidated, there 
was no blood purge — Ihe for- 
mer P.M. took his place in Ihe 
reconstructed War Cabinet, and 
when the German blow fell the 
Empire was ready Tor any 
emergency. 

The Commons ptitling its 
house iu order with all the 
facility of a lilitzkrieg is an ex- 
ample lo Ihe Empire, and Ihe 
lesson must not be losl on Ihe 
l tommions.
